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A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  CLASS  OF  36 

While  searching  to  refresh  my  mind  as  to  the  happenings  of  the  past  two  years,  my  eye  falls  on  a  diary 
lying  on  the  desk— anonymous,  it  seems— and  on  the  first  page  inscribed:  "Left  to  Posterity  for  Future  Refer- 
ence— by  a  Senior."  Just  the  thing  to  tell  me  what  has  happened  these  two  years.  Let  me  read  you  a  few 
of  the  most  interesting  and   typical  pages. 

She  begins:  "September  II,  1934..  At  Saint  Mary's  today.  I  didn't  cry  when  Mother  left.  Waited  around  all 
afternoon   to  get  my  schedule.      Didn't   see   a   single   person    I    knew. 

"September  12.  Felt  a  little  homesick  today.  Didn't  sleep  much  last  night  on  account  of  mosquitos.  No  screens 
in  the  windows— it  seems  they're  being  painted.  Went  to  assembly,  chapel,  and  classes  today.  Met  lots  of  new 
girls.

And  thus  the  routine  started;  still  there  were  the  high  spots.  I  Hip  the  pages  of  the  diary,  and  my  eyes 
fall  on  certain  days  that  were  outstanding — days  that  the  writer  will  always  remember. 

Let  us  ski})  to  December  8.  "Senior  dance  tonight.  Of  course  it  was  for  the  Seniors  only,  but  a  hunch  of 
us  sat  on  the   Fire   Escape  and  nearly   froze  listening  to  Poyner's  music,  and  wishing  we  were  in  there  dancing. 

"December  Hi.  So  excited  about  going  home  for  the  holidays.  Only  three  more  days,  with  the  Christmas 
dinner  the  night  before  we  leave — they  say  it's  going  to  be  wonderful — and  a  pageant  given  by  the  Seniors  in 
the  Chapel  to  take  up  a  little  time.  We're  planning  to  stay  up  all  night  the  night  before  we  leave  and  play  'Santa 
ClausV1 

Perhaps  it  would  lie  better  not  to  mention  the  holidays,  since  every  one  of  us  has  her  own  version  of  that. 
Hut  let  us  return  to  January  3,  about  which  day  our  Senior  remarks: 

"Got  back  to  school  and  found  that  I  bad  left  my  closet  key  at  home.  Hated  to  come  back,  but  maybe  I  can 
get   some   sleep    now. 

"January  22.  Exams  started  today,  and  they  were  awful.  We  sat  up  'till  one-thirty  last  night  studying  in 
the  closet.      Nearly   suffocated. 

"March  2.  Junior-Senior  tonight.  It  was  wonderful — I've  never  had  more  fun.  They  played  "Stardust"  for 
the   Junior   no-break.      Thank   Goodness    the    family   came  across  with  some  Mowers. 

"March    14.     Home  for  Spring   Holidays!'' 
(That  speaks   volumes!) 

"May    II.     May-day    was    held    oui    on    the    lawn    today  and  it  was  beautiful,  and  on  the  whole  a  big  success. 

"May  28.  Home  at  last!  Graduation  was  lots  of  fun  in  one  way,  but  I  hate  to  think  of  next  year  with- 
out some  of  the  Seniors,  but  then   I  suppose   it   is  our  job  to  take  their  places." 

Home — Beach — House  parties — Dances — All  one  glorious  summer.  Then  September,  and  a  second  year  at 
Saint  Mary's  begins.     To  go  back  to  our  diary,  on  September   17,  I  read: 

"Pack  to  school  a  day  early.  Refurnished  my  room  with  all  the  good  furniture  that  I  could  find.  Mel 
millions    of   new   girls    and    jabbered    with    fond    parents.     'Referred'  thirteen  new  girls  to  the  "little  store.' 

"September  21.  Peddled  books  all  over  school  today.  Had  excellent  'bull  session'  tonight.  Rehearsed  all 
we  did  during  the  summer.     Senior  privileges  are  wonderful! 

"November   15.      Excitement   over   Duke-Carolina  game — practically    everybody    in    school    has    put    up    a    bet 
on  one  side  or  the  other.     Well,  we  shall  see  tomorrow." 
(We  won't  get  started  on  that!) 

"December  7.  Senior  dance  tonight.  T  thought  the  Junior-Senior  dance  was  wonderful,  but  it  couldn't 
compare  to  this  one. 

"December    19.      Home    for    Christmas    holidays.      Up  at   two-thirty  this  morning.   Caroled,  and    had    floating 
breakfast.     Everybody  left  as  early  as  possible  to  get  a  good  start   for  the  holidays!" 
(Our   Senior   says   nothing   of  exams.      1    suppose   she  was  too  busy  to  write.) 

"March  17.  Back  from  Spring  Holidays.  We're  on  the  last  lap  now.  We  made  a  new  calendar  of  the  days 
till   June  2,   but   we  aren't   so  enthusiastic   about   calendars  now  as  we  were  last  year. 

"March  20.  Spring  is  here  at  last,  and  personally  I  think  we  deserve  a  great  amount  of  it  after  the  winter 
we've   had. 

"April  17.     Junior-Senior  dance  tonight.     I  can't  realize  it's  our  last  dance  here,  but  it  was  a  fitting  climax. 

"May  31.  Baccalaureate  Sermon.  Assumed  all  the  dignity  in  my  cap  and  gown  that  I've  been  trying  since 
September  to  acquire.'" 

Thus  ends  our  anonymous  diary;  as  for  the  place  of  today,  June  1.  in  the  history  of  the  Senior  Class, 
I   suppose  you  will  have   to  draw  your  own  conclusions!
